ORLANDO—Two substitute sec- 
tions to the Florida Printing law 
proposed by an industrywide com- 
mittee would provide for central- 
ized control of state printing pur- 
chases, accordirig to complete text 
of the proposal released by Joe 
Linn, president, of the Graphic Arts 
Association of Central Florida.

While, the words ‘central- 
ized purchasing” do not appear, it 
provides for- centralized control 
over fhe purchasing of printing. A 
key feature is the hiring of a qual- 
ified “czar” to head-up a printing 
purchasing department, and an ad- 
visory committee of five to be ap- 
pointed by the governor from the 
ranks of the industry on a geo- 
graphical basis. 

State agencies could receive 
counsel on printing specifications 
and assistance in preparing invi- 
tations for bids through the pro- 
posed printing purchasing depart- 
ment. ` 

Another key provision is that in- 
vitations to bid must be extended 
to printers in each of five geo- 
graphical areas in the state. Thus 
at least five invitations to bid must 
be extended on all contracts. The 
present law requires two or more 
bids. 

The proposal would require that 
printing used by the state be clas- 
sified into categories of size, class 
and quality, and that printers in- 
terested in receiving invitations to 
bid on state work supply a list of 
facilities in his own plant or avail- 
able to him through trade sources, 
together with an outline of the; 
types of work he is equipped to do. 

Spelled out in the law is a pro- 
cedure to be followed by state 
agencies for the preparation of 
their invitations to bid.

Mere Nation’s Cash 


A larger share of the nation’s 
wealth has been earned by Florid- 


. dans in recent years, with last year 


topping all other years. 

This bigger economic slice for 
Florida has come as a result of di- 
versification as well as the general 
development of industry, agricul- 
ture and tourism, plus the added 
factor of government spending, the 


. Florida State Chamber of Com- 


merce said yesterday. 

‘Florida’s growing importance in 
national affairs is shown in this 
week's business review of the State 
Chamber's research and industrial 
division, The total personal income 
‘of Floridians grew from 1.69 per 
cent of the national total in 1952 to 
2.29 per cent last year. Cash in- 
come of farmers and growers in 
the state was 1.54 per cent in 1952 
and 2.55 per-cent last year. Bank 
deposits expanded from 1,26 per 
cent to 1.72 per cent; life insurance 
in force from 1.49 per cent to 2.00 
per cent; and estimated retail sales 
from 1.93 per cent to 3.02 per cent. 
Federal internal revenue collec- 
tions in Florida in 1952 were .93 
per cent of the natiotial total and 
1.36 per cent last year. 

Measured in volume, rather than 
in dollars, electric power produc- 
tion stood at 1.61 per cent in 1952 
end 2.19 per cent in 1958. Passen- 
ger car registrations grew from 
2.22 per cent to 3.02 per cent; tele- 
phones from 1.79 per cent to 2.19 
per cent Population in Florida 
made up 1.99 per cent in 1952 and 
2.56 per cent last -year. Total non- 
agricultural employment increas- 
ed from 1.63 per cent to 2.27 per 
cent'and manufacturing employ- 
ment from .70’per cent to 1.05 per 
cent. In each example given, Flor- 
ida’s 1958 ‘proportion -was above 
the comparable figure for 1957.

Pedestrian Should 


Get Consideration 


TALLAHASSEE — The Florida 
Highway Patrol said today all 
drivers should remember that 
“there is a little bit of being a 
Pedestrian” in all of us when they 
get behind the wheel. 

Drivers who read the newspaper“ 
know that the fellow who walks 
fares pretty bad in traffic most of 
the time. They should know, too, 
said the patrol, that a.person on 
foot stands an “awfully poor” sec- 
ond to the man behind the wheel, 
defensively speaking. 

“So, we should all try and re- 
member that every one at one time 
of the.day or another, one time of 
the ‘week, or at least one time a 
month, is a pedestrian — trying 
dodge the driver,” declared Comdr. 
H.N. Kirkman. 

Last year’s highway fatality list 
is a good example of what the pa- 
trol.is talking about. Out of 1,134 
Persons killed by traffic, over one- 
fifth“or 254 persons who died were 
pedestrians. 

“Of course, the pedestrian owes 
it to himself to do a little planning 
and safety thinking, too,” said 
Comdr. Kirkman, “before he goes 
waltzing out in traffic.” 

Here are a few: 

Cross only at intersections. Don’t 
dash into the path of traffic from 
behind parked cars.- Walk facing 
traffic. Wear light clothing when 
you walk. Tell your children. the 
importance ofall the- pedestrian 
safety, measures—and be sure and 
practice them yourself.
